Congres<ional Matters. 
By Associated Press. 

Wasuincron, Sept. 6.—The free list 
committee anendwent, placing spon- 
ges on the free list was lost—yeas 16, 
nays 36—and the rate of duty of 20 
per cent advalorem was restored. 
After sone discussion the paragraph 
regarding the duty on fish wax 
amended to read as follows: ‘“* Freah 
fish caught by citizens of the United 
States in the high seas or in the open 
waters Or lakes forming the boundary 
vetween the United States and» the 
Dominion of Canada.” This puts 
them on the free list. 

The paragraph relating to fish on 
the dutiable list was then taken up, 
the question being on the Conference 
Committee's substitute for the House 
paragraph,-which fixes a duty of one 
vent per poond on fish, fresh or salted. 


The comniittee’s amendment fixes the 


duty at half a cent per pound. 

Gray offered an amendment provid- 
ing that such fixh shall be admitted 
free of duty from any country that 
admita American fishing vessels into 
their ports for the purpose of supplies, 
including bait. 

Gray’s amendment was rejected, 
and the committee’s sabstitute, 
slightly modified, was agreed to, 
so the paragraph now reads: ‘‘All 
fish, either smoked, dried, salted, 
pickled, fresh, frozen, packed, 
in ice or otherwise prepared for preser- 
vation not especialty enumerated as 
provided for in this act, one-half a 
vent per pound. 

The paragraph placing a duty of 15 
cents ver pound on hops was then 
taken up. Gorman moved to reduce 
the rate to 8 cents. Pending the dis- 
cussion, the question as to the exten- 
sion of time for the consideration ol 
the tariff bill was stated. Aldrich 
submitted a proposition extending the 
time for the consideration of the tarifl 
bill to and including Monday, when 
the discussion is to be limited to 30 
minutes, and the sugar schedule to be 
taken up, and after that the arrange- 
ment heretofore made to apply. The 
proposition was assented to and then 
Gorman’s amendment to reduce the 
duty on hops to 8 cents per pound was 


rejected. 


Vest moved to place salt on the free 
list, which was negatived, yeas 26, 
nays 34—a party vote except that 
Paddock voted yea. 

Vance offered af &mendment for a 
reduction of the duties ou foreign pro- 
ducts purchased by the exchange of 
American farm products. Rejected, 
yeas 23, nays 30—a party vote. 

On motion of Gibsen sorghum seed 
and sugar cane seed were placed on 
the free list. 

Evarts offered an amendment im- 
posing a duty of 10 per cent. advalorem 
on all teas the growth or produce of 
countries east of the Cape of Good 
| Hope, when imported from p'aces west 
He made 
a statement in explanation of his 
amendment, which is infended to put 
a stup to the importation of tea by way 
of Canada and of the Cape of Good 
Hope, instead of direct from China.»
